The 
lirsl shipment of fertile eggs left 
Hope last Saturday. They went to 
the Mallacc Hy-Cross Hatchery in 
Doylestown, Pennsylvania, where 
they will be incubated for eleven 
days. 


Baby chick embryos are used 


for the manufacturing of vaccines. 
Fertile eggs are set in incubators 
where 
they 
arc 
incubated 
for 


eleven days, 
At the -end of that 


period the eggs are Innoculated 
with the virus that causes Asiatic 
Jlu. 
The virus -multiplies in the 


chick .embryo Inside the egg. After 
a few days, the second 'generation 
virus is harvested from 'the chick 
embryo. It is this second genera-' 
tion virus that is used lo make, the 
vaccine.

well-qualified staff and the four- 
year course which the school, now 
offers students of Arkansas.' * 


Dr. Mitllostaedt has been dean 


of the school since its establish- 
metnt back in 1951 and ho was in- 
troduced on the program toy Dr. 
F. C, Crow of Hope, who also in- 
troduced the scnute bill in Ihe Ar- 
kansas legislature that created the 
University of Arkansas School of 
Pharmacy, 


Dr. MilUestaedl pointed to sta- 


tistics' which showed approximate- 
ly 105,000 persons engaged in the 
profession of pharmacy in the Uni- 
ted States of which ten percent 
arc women, In Arkansas, there are 
about 1,800 persons engaged in 
pharmacy in b'23 drugstores locat- 
ed in the state. 


The basic cost per student at 


the School of pharmacy at Little 
Rock is $320 per year plus room 
and board, and this compares tav- 
orably with surrounding states with 
the exception of Texas University 
which is slightly lower per stu- 
dent. 
With an expansion of population 


and n?w hospitals, Dr. Mittelsluccll 
pointed to a bright field with great 
opportunities in the profession of 
pharmacy, now and in thc future.
